The ground shook in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake just 
before 2 p.m. yesterday. 

Calls began coming into the 
town—and the Niagara 
Advance—immediately after 
the tremors were noticed. 

A couple of Old Town resi¬ 
dents said they saw china cab¬ 
inet treasures shake, but that 
was about the extent of it—at 
press time there had been no 
reports of damages. 

Colleen Garceau in the 
finance department of the 
town said the calls were most¬ 
ly from people who wanted to 
confirm what they felt had 
happened. 

The United States 
Geological Society said there 
was a 5.5 magnitude earth¬ 
quake 61 km north of Ottawa 
around 1:41 p.m., but then 
shortly afterward confirmed it 
was a magnitude of 5.0. 

Residents from the Old 
Town, Virgil, St. Davids and 
Glendale had called the town 
office, said Garceau, who did¬ 
n’t feel it herself—yet others 
just metres away from her 
noticed their desks shaking. “I 
guess I was too busy working," 
shejoked. 

At Phil's Valu-mart cus¬ 
tomers and staff felt the build¬ 
ing shake, but it wasn’t 
enough to send objects flying 
off shelves, staff said.

the Stanley Cup, Falk says he 
heard from Andres, who 
promised to deliver on the 
wager. 

He only hoped his friend 
could come up with a more 
comfortable ride than the 
wheelbarrow used in 1962, 

Andres’ main concern was 
how much weight Falk had 
gained over the years—at 190 
pounds, he is considerably 
larger than Andres was when 
he took his turn in the wheel¬ 
barrow. 

“I just hope I’m up to it I 
just might have to call my 
friend who's an ambulance 
driver, just to make sure he’s 
on call or something. Halfway 
between downtown and the 
school is a Tim Hortons. I've 
got a feeling we’re going to be 
stopping there for a break,” 
said Andres before taking off 
from the Clock Tower 
Cenotaph Saturday. 

To make sure the ride was a 
little easier on both of them, 
Andres paid a visit to 
Penner’s Building Centre and 
said he needed "the Cadillac 
of wheelbarrows.” Penner’s 


lent them one with two front 
wheels for the day, which 
made a world of difference in 
comfort for Falk and was con¬ 
siderably easier to push, said 

They did stop and have a 
coffee before finishing their 
route, and the other huge 
advantage over the first trek, 
Andres said, was the Bob 
Howse Trail. 

“In 1962 it was fairly safe to 
walk, cycle, or push a wheel¬ 
barrow along Niagara Stone 
Road, but not today,” he said, 
especially not on a busy 
Saturday during the tourist 
season. 

Andres took a short break 
for photos at the same spot 
across the street from the 
high school where they had 
their picture taken the first 
time round, and sealed a 
deal that the next time the 
Leafs or Black Hawks win 
the cup, there will be anoth¬ 
er wheelbarrow ride—it 
might be pushed by one of 
them in a wheelchair, they 
joked, but the bet between 
the two die-hard hockey 
fans will continue.

Attention should 
turn to Halifax 
zero-waste model 

Regarding the Advance 
article on waste management 
(Niagara Advance, May 27), 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Councilor Jim Collaid is cor¬ 
rect: "now is the time to be 
looking at alternatives" to the 
current use of the old-fash¬ 
ioned dump model for dis¬ 
posing of the remnants of the 
garbage we don’t divert. 

It is also the time however, 
to look at the zero-waste 
Halifax model, where opti¬ 
mum diversion programs and 
then intense pretreatment of 
remaining waste allow for 
remnant waste disposal in a 
lan dfill , without the usual 
leachate into groundwater or 
emissions into air. Niagara 
should look at this model. We 
have twenty years to find and 


prepare a site, somewhere 
within the thousands of acres 
of extra industrial land, buffer 
it with trees, and decide on 
and contract the needed 
technology. 

On the other hand, why in 
heavens name should 
Niagara go backwards to the 
incineration mode, with its 
unacceptable (by many 
provincial and international 
standards, e.g. Ontario’s 
Guide to Eating Ontario Sport 
fish, the Canadian 


) releases of dioxins and 
furans. 

And, why should we set 
about burning (whether 
termed gasification, mass 
bum or incineration) up 
products that have taken a 
great deal of energy to make 
in order to produce less ener¬ 
gy? Or produce extremely 
concentrated toxic ash to be 
shipped to the Sarnia area for 
secure burial? 


A final word of caution: 
Despite the long held ardent 
belief in the "new", electrici¬ 
ty-producing burning tech¬ 
nologies proponents should 
ask themselves a few serious 
questions. 

Given the very high tem¬ 
peratures its "gasification" 
plant operates, how often 
does the Plasco equipment 
break down and how much 
of the touted 150 tonnes per 
day capacity of garbage is 
Plasco actually buming/gasi- 
fying and turning into elec¬ 
tricity for Ottawa’s grid? Will 
Elementa’s "small scale" three 
tonnes of garbage per day 
pilot project pan out? Is the 
electricity produced worth 
the energy burned up? 

Why not put your energies 
into a comprehensive, far 
more environmentally sound 
above-ground Halifax zero - 
waste solution?

Under the proposed 
changes, the size of a tempo¬ 
rary sign is being reduced 
from 20 per cent of a store 
front's window to 10 per 
cent and a store owner has 
30 days instead of 90 days to 
display such signs. 

Vaandering raised his 


concern over the fact that 
many stores have signs dis¬ 
played on the inside not 
directly visible from the 
street and that some build¬ 
ings house more than one 
store, which in turn requires 
more display signs. 

He said the Town would 
now have control and may 
issue fines over such signs. 


“Mr. Bedford says no, that 
is not the case, but the bylaw 
clearly says that it is.” 

Members of council ques¬ 
tioned Vaandering, asking 
what solution could deter 
store owners from taking 
advantage of the current 
bylaw without such provi¬ 
sions, but Vaandering didn’t 
have an answer for them. 


“We have had conversa¬ 
tion with the retail commu¬ 
nity... and we need some 
more big thinking rather 
than regulations, however to 
get to the big thinking some¬ 
times you need to do certain 
things," said Bedford. 

Councillor Dennis Dick 
said the Town requires such 
strict rules on signs to avoid

Annuals are filling our gar¬ 
dens with colour, so don't for¬ 
get to give them a boost too, a 
liquid fertilizer when you 
water or, what I find the easi¬ 
est, the time release pellets 
that take care of your plants 
till the fall. 

For pathways and places 
you do not intend to grow 
anything, use the old tried 
and true mixture - one gallon 
vinegar, one cup table salt 


and one tablespoon of dish 
detergent. Be sure to dissolve 
the salt well, and only spray 
where you do not want any¬ 
thing to grow. 

There are strict restrictions 
now on poisons for weeds, 
but too litde too late. Just 
think on the effect on the bird 
population alone - when did 



you last have a mockingbird 
in your garden?

Remember the flocks of 
gracldes that picked all the 
bugs off the lawn? We have 
one lonely grackle this year. 

I think die butterflies are 
coming back, when the 
Viburnum tree was blooming 
there were lots, and I even 
spotted a "Painted Lady," a 
first for our garden. I see the 
Milkweed has survived and is 
in bud so it will be ready 
when the Monarchs get here.
